The President has recently been brou 
ght face to face with the Southern re 
publican situation by the case of B H. 
Vick, candidate for the puHtmasteroli p 
at Wilson. N. C Mr. Vick is a i^lor^l 
man and isoppoeed by Seuator Hriuhard 
becau-« of his opposition to Senator 
rritchard's organuation in that Stale.
